Canada’s: Total 
Trade Down 
Last Year 


OTTAWA. — In the face of 
tightening world markets, Can- 
ada’s total exports dropped 
slightly last year. But exports 
to the vital United States market 
were the highest in history— 
$1,503,459,000 compared with 
$1,500,000,000 in 1948 and ne&r- 
ly seven times more than in 
1938. 

Total exports were $2,993,000,000, 
compared with $3,075,000,000 in 1948 
and $837,600,000 in 1938, the bureau 
of statistics reported. 

Total import figures for that year 
have not yet been compiled. For the 
first 11 months of the year imports 
were $2,547,800,000. 

A sharp drop, however, was re- 
ported for exports in December. They 
were valued at $285,500,000 compar- 
ed with $316,400,000. 

Exports were higher to the United 
and Latin America, but

year before. Exports of farm pro-

the year, after devaluation of the 
Canadian dollar. But late in the 
year, however, exports dropped to 
other markets.

that 100 birds can be raised to ma- 
turity in it, 

The construction is light through- 
out, nothing heavier than 2 by 6 inch 
material being used. Flat stones are 
used to keep the supporting posts off 
the ground, care being taken to level 
these supports carefully before erect- 
ing the frame, The overall Height of 
the pens is 6 feet 6 inches while the 
supporting frame for the slatted pen 
floors is 22 inches above the ground, 
making the floor level 26 inches above 
ground level, The sides of the pens 
are enclosed with electric weld 2 by 


6 inch wire mesh, while the top of 
the pens is covered with 2 by 2 inch 
mesh of the same type. The floor of 
the shelter consists of 1 by 2 inch 
mesh placed directly under the roost 
bars. 

The floors of the pens are built in 
two sections and one half of each 
floor is made removable for clean- 
ing. At the low elevation at which 
the floors are carried cleaning can 
be very conveniently done when the 
removable section is taken out, This 
is done by pulling this section from 
the end of the pen.

Dear Miss James: 
We are going to move into our new 


house next month, It is now ready 
for painting. I would like an ar- 
rangement of grey and deep red for 
my drawing room, but I do not know 
how to scheme it. Here is my prob- 
lem; 

A white ceiling with grey walls and 
deep red wood trim will look dull— 
a deep red ceiling will make the room 
look smaller — deep red on walls, 
wood trim and furniture will be too 
much of the same colour, I must 
tell you that red is the predominat- 
ing colour of my rug. Mrs. C, B,

Dear Mrs, ©, B,: 

I think that you have chosen a 
very pretty colour scheme for your 
drawing room, 

However I agree with you that a 
white ceiling with grey walls and 
red woodwork would not do—it would 
give somewhat the effect of a circus 
tent, Nor, in this case, would I like 
a red ceiling, or the use of red on 
walls, woodwork and furniture. 

I suggest that you handle your col- 
ours in the following way: 

I would have the walls, ceiling and 
woodwork all done in grey. For your 
walls choose one of the truly lovely 
formal wallpapers with a grey back- 
ground and, possibly, an inconspicu- 
ous design, also in grey, or in some 
soft shade such as yellow. I recom- 
mend wallpaper because with grey, 
as with so many other colours you 
must be careful not to get a cold 
tone—this will give the whole room 
a drab bare look. Wallpaper is the 
one way you can.be sure of getting 
a warm rich tone, I recently saw 
a striking living room wallpaper in 
pearl grey with a pattern of grey 
roses and touches of yellow, Such a 


paper would, I imagine, be just right 
for your room, Or, if you prefer, 
there are some beautiful Victorian 
papers which would be particularly 
suitable if you are using period furni- 
ture in your room, Paper the ceil- 
ing a plain soft grey, and paint the 
woodwork the same shade, 

So much for your walls, and for 
the grey in your room. Now for the 
red, You mention that your rug is 
predominantly red, so there will be 
your biggest colour accent. Windows 
always offer interesting scope for 
colour, I suggest that you get drapes 
in the same deep red as your rug— 
the two should tie in together very 
nicely, Something to keep in mind 
here is the ‘new look’ for drapes — 
that is, off the floor. It is no longer 
fashion-right to have the bottom of 
the drapes spread out on the floor. 
They should be at least an inch short 
of the floor, And the glass curtains, 
if you are using them should, of 
course, be the same length, unless 
there is something like a radiator in- 
tervening, 

You could give your drawing room 
an added colour note by the strategic 
use of chartreuse, This would add 
eye-appeal and blend nicely with your 
other colours, You could introduce 
touches of chartreuse in your furni- 
ture, vases and so on,

Scientific research to determine the 
cause of dental decay has increased 
a hundred-fold during the last five 
years, Final results on some hopes 
ful projects will not be available for 
some time, but progress reports give 
hopeful assurance that in some meas- 
ure, dental decay can be overcome. 

Two minutes careful brushing of 
the teeth immediately after each 
meal will remove the cause of much 
teeth decay and prevent loss of 
teeth, says the Canadian Dental As- 
sociation in a National Health Week 
message. Food particles, lodged be- 
tween the teeth, ferment and form 
acid, acid destroys the enamel covers 
ing, and decay progresses rapidly. 
But it is important that the brush- 
ing be done at once, and carefully, 
particularly 
Sweets, form acid as quickly as four 
minutes, according to recent findings, 
If it is inconvenient to do this brush- 
ing immediately, the mouth should be 
rinsed with plenty of water; it helps 
but is not good enough. 

Certain foods form acids quicker; 
the carbohydrates, sugar, sweets, 
candy, soft drinks, and food made 
from refined flour, and a meal is us- 
ually finished with these. For good 
teeth, meals should be finished with 
fresh fruit, vegetables or foods made 
from whole grains, 

Acid destroys the protecting cov- 
ering of the tooth, Once it is pen- 
trated, decay starts; cavities always 
grow larger—they never heal. 

The enamel covering of the teeth 
is the only part of the body that 
nature does not restore. So from this 
one fact it is logical to assume that 
the teeth were built by nature to 
last a lifetime and maybe they would 
if they received proper care which 
consists of eating the right foods— 
those required for building sound 
bodies—and by immediately remov- 
ing food particles from the mouth, 

Extensive scientific investigation 
has proven that even .children of 
three years of age can have decayed 
teeth, and when they are five years 
old, 80 per cent. of them have sev- 
eral cavities, Decayed and lost baby 
teeth result in irregular and diseased 
permanent teeth. Baby teeth should 
be preserved until they ate replaced 
by permanent ones, 

The permanent teeth, the ones that 
should last a lifetime, begin to form 
soon after birth, during the first 
month, and some teeth are still grow- 
ing up to the 13th year. These are 
the important years and nutrition 
and mouth cleansing should be most 
closely studied and watched during 


|this period of development. 


Good nutrition, a well balanced 
| diet, early and regular treatment and 
thor- 
ough mouth cleansing, and watchful 
care, will do much to enable children

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EXERCISE SWEETBRIAR TO PROVE 


SMALL ARMY COULD TAKE ALASKA 


By H. D. CRAWFORD 
(Central Press Canadian 
Correspondent) 

Canadian and United States army 
and air force units will stage Exer- 
cise Sweetbriar in mid-February to 
test Arctic clothing and equipment 
and “defend” North America against 
a theoretical “enemy” _ aggressor 
across Alaska and Yukon winter ice 

and snow, 

Exercise Sweetbriar is expected to 
involve intensive combined opera- 
tions for about 10 days, starting Feb. 
13. According to Canadian sources, 
about 3,700 Canadian and U.S, troops 
and 1,400 air force personnel will 
participate. 

Objectives of the exercise are to 
test individual items of equipment 
and supplies and to develop doctrines, 
techniques, and procedures for em- 
ploying joint Canadian-United States 
armies and air forces in the far 
north, 

The theoretical “enemy” is expect- 
ed to be encountered near the Alaska 
highway north of Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory. The “enemy”, in this case, 
will be soldiers and airmen from the 
Alaska command. 

Mid-winter was chosen in expecta- 
tion that temperatures will range as 
low as 50 below zero. This will ne- 
cessitate rigorous survival training. 
It will also make severe demands on 
mechanized equipment and various 
kinds of supplies. 

Lt. Gen, Stephen J. Chamberlin, 
commanding general of the United 
States Fifth Army, Chicago, will be 
the over-all commander of Exercise 
Sweetbriar. 

Group Captain P. A. Gilchrist of 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, com- 
mandant of the Canadian Joint Air 
Training Centre at Rivers, Manitoba, 
will be over-all commander of the 
Canadian and United States Air 
Force Units, 

Working closely with General 
Chamberlin will be Maj. Gen, M. H. 
S$. Penhale, commanding the Cana- 
dian Army’s Western Command, and 
Air Vice Marshall Hugh Campbell, 
commanding the Royal Canadian Air 
Force’s Northwest Air Command, 
both with headquarters in Edmonton, 
Alberta, and Maj. Gen, Robert M. 
Lee, commanding general of 
United States Air Force Tactical Air 
Command with headquarters at 
Langley Air Force Base, 
Va 

Troops participating will include a 
battalion commbat team from both 
Canadian and U.S. armies, and ser- 
vice forces from both nations.

Could Sheep 
Raising Solve 
Farm Problem? 


Reports indicating the possi- 
a of depressed prices on 
few farm products have arouse: 
producers of some centres to the 
point of threatening to discon- 
tinue the purchase of certain 
implements of production unless 
and until price scales are guar- 
anteed, 

Perhaps this situation furnishes an 
avenue through which the lowly 
sheep can be elevated to a proper 
rating in farm economy, ‘The need 
for buying farm machinery and other 
expensive equipment is reduced to a 
low minimum when sheep-farming is 
practiced. With these thrifty ani- 
mals as chief revenue-producers most 
farmers all across the country now 
have enough implements to carry on 
for at least a few decades. 


In this period of unrest caused by 
uncertainty, farmers in all provinces, 
and particularly those who suggest 
the “revolution”, would do well to 
study closely the possibilities of 
sheep husbandry as a major item in 
farm production, Healthy breeding 
ewes in the care of a good shepherd 
require only inexpensive buildings as 
shelter. They raise their young and 
thrive on less expensive feed than 
do other farm livestock. The only 
cropping called for is enough acre- 
age to produce good pasture in sum- 
mer and choice hay for winter—with 
a little grain for occasional supple- 
mentary feeding. A sheep farm is 
a clean farm since these animals 
seem to relish most weeds and de- 
vour them before they go to seed. 


Judging from past performance it 
is unthinkable that present leaders 
of the various units that constitute 
the noble army of organized farmers 
would support or sponsor drastic ac- 
tion that could easily be construed 
as unduly disturbing to the whole 
economy of Canada, They would look 
ahead to .see just where they are 
likely to lead the farmers and what 
would be the effect of that leadership 
on those who follow other callings. 

It would be quite an innovation 
for farmers, who always have been 
accustomed to working hard, to take 
an extended holiday. In fact it would 
not be good for their health. They 
should at least have lighter work to 
do—especially if that occupation of 
their time gives promise of bringing 
in some revenue, Under the circum- 
stances it is not unfair to suggest 
that a happy change would be much 
better than a long rest. On many 
Canadian farms the adoption of sheep 
husbandry would make it possible for 
the owner to exchange excess imple- 
ments for suitable fencing of fields 


}on which to rotate his pasturing of 


the flock to advantage. 
only additional outlay would be 
shearing equipment to remove the 
fleece, burdizzo pincers for castration 
and docking, sheep dip or powder to 
control ticks and phenothiazine tab- 
lets to treat for internal parasites. 
That's not a heavy outlay for a pay- 
ing business, 

But, of course there’s a slight hitch 
there. These men will have to get a 
flock of breeding ewes and a good 
ram or two, For the present it would 
be difficult to get the former, How- 
ever, by taking prompt action, it 
might be possible to salvage a few 
thousand good ewe lambs now in feed 
lots and destined for slaughter, Even 
at high prices and with the prospect 
of having to wait until 1951 for a 
profitable lamb crop the venture de- 
serves consideration,

Perhaps, on 
second thought those who talk freely 
and frankly about boycotts and 


strikes will prefer to follow a leader- 
ship that calls for the adoption of a 
new and promise-laden type of pro- 
duction rather than quit altogether, 
With a shortage of lamb, mutton and 
wool, why not short-cut the need for 
farm machinery and the necessity of 
other heavy expenditures by swing- 
ing to sheep, which throughout the 
years have proven to be the farm- 
er’s best friend in times of depres- 
sion and always profitable in good 
times?
